RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 23rd May, 2002 

No. 11(27)/99'M.L — The charter relating to the functions and responsibilities of the 
Geological Survey of India (GSI) was last notified in the Gazette of India on August 25, 
1973. Since last nearly 30 years many developments have taken place in the field of earth 
sciences and changes have taken in the nature and role of Governmental organizations 
dealing with survey and exploration. The Expenditure Reform Cormnission while 
making the recommendation about Rationalization of the Functions, Activities and 
Stmeture of the Ministry of Mines, suggested that an ‘Expert Committee’ be set up to 
formulate a detailed action plan for implementation the suggestions for a revised chatter 
for GSI and to identify the disciplines/groups of personnel where reduction in numbers 
as suggested in the Commission’s report should be efiected. 

2. Accordingly, the Government of India hereby set up an Expert Committee with

3. The terms of reference of the Expert Committee vvall be as follows;- 

(1) To examine and recommend suitable changes in the Charter of GSl through 
assessment of the role and functions of Geological Survey of India(GSr) in the 
light of developments in the field of earth sciences over the last 30 years; 

(2) To assess the existing level of expertise, organizational structure, requirement 
of training needs to upgrade skills of the personnel to match the emerging 
requirements; 

(3) To examine the existing technical and equipment support system, assess the 
level of workload and make recommendations for modernization of airborne, 
marine and ground surveys so as to make GSI at par with the leading surveys 
of the world; 

(4) To suggest institutional and regulatory fiamewoik for acquisition of data by 
GSI from all sources, its classifications and storage and dissemination in the 
public domain; 
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(5) To examine the existing system of scientific data collection, its effectiveness 
vis-A-vis assimilation and make recommendations to devise a system of 
digitization and dissemination in a liser friendly manner; 

(6) To assess the challenges posed by liberalization in mineral sector changes in 
Mines and Minerals (Development and Regulation ) Act, entry of Multi 
National Companies in the field of survey and exploration and to suggest an 
institbtional framework for interact, on with the scientific institutions and 
industry; and 

(7) To analyse the overlaps and the grey areas in the role and functions of GSI 
Vis-d-vis earth sciences related activities of Department of Ocean 
Development and Department of Science and Technology, Ministry of 
Environment and Forest and Water Resources and to suggest a mechanism for 
exchange of data and meaningful cooperation. 


4, The Office of the Committee will be at the Delhi Office of Geological Survey of 
India. The non-official members are proposed to be given an honorarium of Rs. lOOO/- per 
day for each day they are required to take part in the meeting of the Committee. All the 
non-official Members/Chairman/Co-Chairman for local as well as outstation travel, will 
draw the same traveling/boarding and daily allowance entitlements as Secretary to the 
Government of India. The expenditure in this regard will be met fiom the Budget Grant 
of the Geological Survey of India. The official members will draw TA/DA from parent 
organization as per their entitlement The local office, GSI will extend full cooperation 
and assistance to the Committee. 

5. The Committee will submit its final report within a period of three months
